Thursday, 
ruled Dennis Johnston, 26, 
acted in self- defense when 
he shot Dewey Wayne Zook, 
23, also of East Prairie with a 
.22 caliber rifle May 21. 
Zook, who was shot once 
in the forehead near the 
hairline, died two days later 
in Baptist Memorial Hospital 
in Memphis, Tenn. 
The jury heard testimony 
from 10 witnesses questioned 
by Prosecuting Attorney W.

According to his 
testimony, he and his brother 
saw Zook the first time on 
May 31 about 11 a.m. at 
Owen’s Saveway Station in 
East Prairie and later in the 
afternoon in Big Oak State 
Park where they had gone 
fishing with Johnny Tyler 
and Billy Ray Nolen. 
While the Johnstons were 
out in a boat, Tyler yelled 
for them to come in, saying 
there were two girls who 
wanted 
to talk 
to them. 
When it began to rain, they 
returned to the bank and, 
according to Johnston, Zook 
ran toward them with his fists 
raised. 
“ Dennis 
had 
a 
boat 
paddle in his hand and told 
Dewey to leave him alone, 
‘You’re always wanting lo 
jump on me,’” Johnson said. 
He said his brother swung the 
paddle at Zook and a blow 
glanced off his arm. Zook ran 
to his car and got a tire tool. 
“ I jumped in the car and 
sta rte d 
down 
the 
road 
toward them, blowing the 
horn so Dewey would move. 
I told Denny to jump on the 
hood so we could get away 
and Dewey threw the tire 
tool and hit the ear as we 
drove off,” Johnston said. 
According to Johnston, 
he and his brother drove 
around 
in 
Dorena awhile, 
went back to pick up their 
b o a t 
and 
sto p p ed 
at 
Bennett’s Store near Dorena 
on their way back to town 
where they borrowed a .22 
caliber 
rifle 
from 
Dennis 
Bennett, saying they might 
go shoot some snakes if they 
went fishing again.

Prairie, Johnston said they 
asked Carol Scott to follow 
them 
to 
the

Raymond Morehead so they 
could return his car. She 
would then give them a ride 
home. 
‘‘I was driving Carol’s car 
and as we were pulling into 
the yard of my m other’s 
home, we saw Dewey driving 
up. He stopped his car, had 
the door open and one foot 
on the ground when he raised 
a shotgun. I started backing 
up in the car and he yelled at 
us, ‘You s.o.b.s, get out. I’m 
fixing to 
kill you both.’ 
Denny 
told him to leave 
before someone got hurt and 
he answered, ‘You’re damn 
right someone’s going to get 
hurt. I’m going to kill you 
both.’” 
“ As I was backing up, he 
started 
creeping 
his 
car 
toward us and Denny shot 
four or five times at him 
from the 
back seat of the 
car,” he said. According to 
Johnson, Zook fell out of his 
car and the car ran over him 
and continued to move about 
halfway 
down the block. 
They called the police and 
then an ambulance. 
Miss Carol Scott testified 
she saw Zook stop his car on 
Martin Street and that he was 
raising the gun when 
she 
ducked down in the seat. 
Miss Scott said she heard 
Denny asked Dewey to leave, 
heard the cursing and the 
shots I ¡rod, but did not see 
the actual shooting.

Women in Church 
Leadership Posts 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


A national survey of am ong m em bers of the United 
Church of Christ reveals that many churchgoers are 
prepared to put women into important parish posts. This 
supports the trend in other denominations that see an 
increase in the number of ordained women pastors and 
the increasing number of women in sem inary. 
W illiam J. McKinney, a doctoral candidate at Pennsyl­ 
vania State U niversity has announced the findings of a 
survey of 700 m em bers of the United Church of Christ. 
The m ajority of those replying to the questionnaire (7G 
per cent) were women and they noted a preference for 
men as their m inisters. Yet many indicated a high degree 
of acceptance of women in the pulpit. Persons under 30 
and with higher educational background were 
most 
positive about women in pastoral leadership. Those over 
60, from big city and suburb, preferred m ales in this role. 
The reasons given for choosing men over women as 
senior pastors were as follows: 
tradition; men had 
greater ability to com m and respect in the community ; 
ability to dedicate more tim e to their profession; more 
competence in pastoral counseling. 
McKinney reports in “ AD” , the national journal of the 
United Church of Christ and the United Presbyterian 
Church, U .S.A .: “ Three quarters of the respondents in­ 
dicated that they would be pleased with whatever career 
decision their son and daughter might m ak e.” 
This does not m ean that women will soon be in pastoral 
leadership in every church and every town. But the trend 
is on with interesting variation:

VVhat are these other gods 
that demand our devotion? 
They 
include the state, our 
physical comfort, 
possession 
of 
power, 
money 
and 
popularity. 
Man 
must make major 
decisions each day as to which 
god he will emphasize. 
All 
such decisions must be made 
in light of God’s sovereignty 
over man’s being. 
Despite the warning that 
we “ shall not bow down” to 
any graven image, we often 
fail 
to follow G od’s law. 
Possibly 
the 
Scripture is 
warning 
us to 
avoid any 
attempt to control God by 
magical means. 
God is a jealous one. 
If 
we claim Him as our own we 
must give Him our exclusive 
worship. 
Even 
the 
New 
Testament stresses this con­ 
cept in saying “ No one can 
serve two masters.” 
In recognizing God 
we 
view Him as our Creator. We 
read how He used His people, 
the Israelites, to demonstrate 
His 
power 
and authority. 
Man-made idols could never 
save 
God’s 
people 
from 
slavery. 
God prohibits the making 
of any physical object atempt- 
ing to represent Him. 
Why 
snould a person be tempted 
to worship 
some substitute 
item? 
In God’s world there 
can be no No. 2. 
Christ put these concepts 
in more everyday words when 
He reminded 
His followers 
about attempting to serve two 
masters. 
“ Serving” God is a twenty- 
four-hours a day obligation. 
A 
businessman 
must be 
Christian-like seven 
days a 
week, not merely on Sundays. 
A teenager must not give up 
his 
recognition of God to 
“ worship” 
some 
campus 
leader. 
Jesus offers us four reasons 
why we should not be too 
anxious 
about 
everyday 
activities. 
(1) Life 
is 
more than 
eating, drinking, and wearing 
clothes. 
These 
items are 
needed, yet the real meaning 
of life is more than material 
possessions. 
(2) We have ample evidence 
that God will take care of us, 
as He does for the birds and 
flowers. 
And certainly we 
rank higher than the birds and 
flowers. 
(3) And as 
Jesus said, 
worry can’t solve any prob­ 
lem. 
Worry never provides 
our needs; anxiety never cures 
our problems. 
(4) God is aware of our 
needs and if we believe He 
will 
provide 
the 
proper 
solutions. 
The entire concern is cer­ 
tainly one of emphasis and 
priority. 
Most persons have 
the knack of determining their 
priorities in other affairs, such 
as what to do first in their 
jobs. 
Or where to go first on 
a vacation trip. 
'There are many rivals to 
God in our daily lives. 
Jesus 
tells us about His temptations 
and we learn how He with­ 
stood them. 
He recognizes

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Women in Church 
Leadership Posts 


By REV. DAVII) POLING 


A national survey of among members of the United 
Church of Christ reveals that many churchgoers are 
prepared to put women into important parish posts. This 
supports the trend in other denominations that see an 
increase in the number of ordained women pastors and 
the increasing number of women in seminary. 
William J McKinney, a doctoral candidate at Pennsyl­ 
vania State University has announced the findings of a 
survey of 700 members of the United Church of Christ 
The majority of those replying to the questionnaire (76 
per cent) were women and they noted a preference for 
men as their ministers. Yet many indicated a high degree 
of acceptance of women in the pulpit. Persons under 30 
and with higher educational background were most 
positive about women in pastoral leadership. Those over 
60, from big city and suburb, preferred males in this role 
The reasons given for choosing men over women as 
senior pastors were as follows: 
tradition; men hod 
greater ability to command respect in the community; 
ability to dedicate more time to their profession; more 
competence in pastoral counseling. 
McKinney reports in “ A D ” , the national journal of the 
United Church of Christ and the United Presbyterian 
Church, U .S.A .: “ Three quarters of the respondents in­ 
dicated that they would be pleased with whatever career 
decision their son and daughter might make.” 
This does not mean that women will soon be in pastoral 
leadership in every church and every town. But the trend 
is on with interesting variation:

Scripture is

Testament stresses this con­ 
cept in saying "N o one can 
serve two masters.” 
Ill

view Him as our Creator. We 
read how He used His people, 
the Israelites, to demonstrate

and authority. 
Man-made idols could never 
save 
God’s 
people 
from 
slavery. 
God prohibits the making 
of any physical object atempt- 
ing to represent Him. 
Why 
snouid a person be tempted 
to worship 
some substitute 
item? 
In God’s world there 
can be no No. 2. 
Christ put these concepts 
in more everyday words when 
lie reminded 
His followers 
about attempting to serve two 
masters. 
"Serving” God is a twenty- 
four-hours a day obligation. 
A 
businessman 
must

Christian-like seven 
days a 
week, not merely on Sundays. 
A teenager must not give up

Jesus offers us four reasons 
why we should not be too 
anxious

everyday 
activities. 
(1) Life

(2) We have ample evidence 
that God will take care of us, 
as He does for the birds and 
flowers.

Tht‘ entire concern is cer­ 
tainly one of emphasis and 
priority. 
Most persons have

priorities In other affairs, such 
as what to do first in their 
jobs.

There are many rivals to 
God in our daily lives. 
Jesus 
tells us about His tcmptationa 
and we learn how lie with­ 
stood them. 
He recognizes

Mich resistance requires 
supreme effort. 
Christians 
are 
different 
from other people. 
But they 
arc different only when they 
recognize 
that (lod is their 
supreme and their only leader. 
Such devotion to one master
